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Water Meeting Held 
By Five Communities 


Meeting at the Hotel Sequoia 
Redwood City last Thursday night, 
representatives of the five municipali- 
ties of Menlo Park, Atherton, Redwood 
City, San Carlos and Belmont voted 
to carry on a preliminary survey of the 
water situation in the last three nam- 
ed cities and to invite Palo Alto to 
consider joining the proposed South- 
ern San Mateo County Water District. 
This action was taken on the motion 


in 


of Councilmen Beeger and Dusel of 
Redwood City, and following a report 


by Mayor M. A. Harris of Atherton 
that there is already available a pre- 
liminary survey of the water situation 
in Menlo Park, Atherton and Wood- 
side area. The cost of conducting the 
survey in the three cities is to be 
shared on a population basis. 

A committee consisting of Mayor 
John E. Cowgill of San Carlos, Mayor 
Chris Jordan of Belmont and Mayor 
Daniel Stafford of Redwood City was 
appointed to select an engineer to 
make the above survey. 

The plan is to co-ordinate the sur- 
vey of the two engineers so that as 
large a district as possible be formed, 
with the idea in mind of forming 


, @ county-wide district, if possible, and 


a southern county district, including 
the city of Palo Alto should the larg- 
er plan at the present time be found 
impractical. 

Among those who addressed the 
meeting in favor of the formation of 
the water district were Fred H. Drake, 
president of the San Mateo County 
Chamber of Commebs"; Mayor D. A. 
Stafford of Redwood City;Councilmen 
Henry A. Beeger of Redwood City; 
City Attorney Albert Mansfield of 
Redwood City, Mayor M. A. Harris of 
Atherton, Mayor Harry Weeden of 
Menlo Park, Mayor John E. Cowgill of 
San Carlos, Mayor Chris Jordan of 
Belmont and Alfred J. Cleary, San 
Francisco engineer and consultant to 
the state of California as a hydraulic 
engineer. Cleary, who with his part- 
ner, Charles Landis, worked up the 
Mokelumne supply of the East Bay, 
pointed out that a large program lies 
ahead of the Peninsula before it will 
obtain its water from the Hetch 
Hetchy. Cleary urged that district 
under consideration be as large as pos- 
sible, pointing out that the bigger the 
district the cheaper the water.

Situation Discussed 


At Mass Meeting 
Held Wed. Night 


Stanford Park reisdents meeting 
with the Menlo Park City council last 
Tuesday night to discuss the type of 
paving proposed for that district vot- 
ed 40 to3 for full-width pavement 
of streets with the installation of 
curbs, gutters and storm sewers in 
preference to the 26-foot strip paving 
for which they had originally petition- 
ed. 

It is reported that City Engineer 
Bert J. Mehl, however, will await the 
return of cards sent out to property 
owners to determine more accurately 
and completely the sentiment of Stan- 
ford Park residents before completing 
his plans and specifications which are 
to be presented to the Council next 
Tuesday evening. 

The vote was taken at the request 
of Mayor Weeden after the cost and 
advisability of laying the two types of 
streets had been thoroughly discussed 
by the city engineer and those present. 

Engineer Mehl estimated the cost of 
the completed work which included a 
full width pavement with curbs at 
$170 for a 50-foot lot, which is $70 
more than for the 26-foot strip, or 
a difference of $7 per year over the 
ten year period allowed those who do 
not wish to pay in full when the 
work is completed. 

The widths o fthe various streets 
to be covered with this pavement are: 
Principal streets intersecting with the 
Highway and Middle avenue, 34 feet 
and the cross streets, 30 feet. 

These estimated costs will be ex- 
clusive of individual sewer connect- 
ions that will have to be made, ana 
the cost was figured at 10 cents for 
each square foot of paving. 

The streets to be paved are: College 
avenue, Cambridge avenue, Harvard 
avenue, Stanford avenue, Oxford Lane, 
Cornell Road, Partridge avenue, Uni- 
versity Drive, Yale Road, Princeton 
Road and Arbor Road, 

The complete cost of the work wilf 
be $103,186 and 10-year bonds will be 
issued to take care of those who do 
not wish to pay cash. 

Mr. Johnson inquired as to the wid- 
th of sidewalks on Cambridge would 
be and the engineer stated they were 
to be 8 feet. 

The sentiment when the council was 
petitioned for the work in Stanford 
Park favored the 26-foot strip but with 
the starting of the full width pave- 
ment on Hoover street public opinion 
underwent a change and from all in- 
dications the streets will be laid full 
width. The Hoover street job costs 
the property owners 9 cents per square 
foot, hence it is the belief of those 
who know, that the Stanford Park 
job will not run over 10 cents. 

Mr. Allen stated that 50 years from 
now people will still be poor so if they 
improvements ajre not put in now 
they never will be. He was of the 
opinion that the paving of the streets 
would increase the value of the lots 
very materially. 

Mr. Armstrong stated that he was 
in favor of an ordinance requiring 
that only Menlo Park labor and ma- 
terials be used on the job. 

It is expected that the resolution of 
intention will be adopted for doing 
the work at the next meeting of the 
City Council.

Anchovy Canapés: Slice one 
cucumber thin, and then cut a 
boiled potato into thin rounds of 


thoroughly in French dressing, 


and drain well. Place a round 
of cucumber on top of a round 
of potato, and cover with tartar 
sauce. Put four thin strips of 
pimiento lattice-wise across the 
top. Wrap a fillet of anchovy 
from a can of these around a 
stuffed olive and set in the center. 
A canned artichoke bottom could 
be substituted for the potato if 
you want to make this canapé 
still more dressy. 


An Appetizing Entrée 


Mushrooms and Olives on Puff 
Paste Rounds: Drain the con- 
tents of two 4-ounce cans of mush- 
rooms, and cook gently for three 
minutes in two tablespoons but- 
ter. Cut twenty-four stuffed olives 
in halves, add and cook two min- 
utes longer. Smooth two table- 
spoons flour with the liquor from 
the mushrooms to which enough 
rich milk or cream has been 
added to make one and one-third 
cups. (Evaporated milk can be 
used for this purpose.) Add to 
the mushrooms and olives, and 
cook till creamy, stirring all the 
time. Season to taste with salt, 
add a few drops of lemon juice 
and serve on rounds of puff 
paste.

Pickle Peach Salaé: Drain one 
No. 2 can of peach halves. Cream 
together one package of cream 
cheese and one package of Roque- 
fort cheese, add two tablespoons 
India relish and two tablespoons 
chopped celery, and fill cavities 
of peaches with this mixture. Beat 
three-fourths cup cream, and add 
one-third cup mayonnaise and a 
few grains of salt.

Special Sweets 


Fairy Plum Pudding: Soak one 
and one-half tablespoons gelatin 
in three-fourths cup cold water. 
Melt two squares of sweet choco- 
late in a double boiler, add one- 
sixth cup sugar, and stir to a 
paste. Add another sixth cup of 
sugar and the gelatin, and stir 
until dissolved. Add one and one- 
half cups scalded evaporated milk 
and three tablespoons of syrup 
from stuffed oranges (you can 
get these in glass jars at your 
grocer’s), and let the mixture 
stand until it begins to set. Then 
fold in three stifly-beaten egg- 
whites, one cup of chopped stuffed 
orange (about one and a _ half 
oranges) and three-eighths cup of 
chopped vacuum packed walnuts. 
Turn into small molds wet with 
cold water and set aside to chill. 
Turn out and garnish with whip- 
ped cream and red and green 
cherries. 

Pumpkin Pie: Mix two cups 
canned pumpkin, one and one. 
eighth cups sugar, one teaspoon 
salt, one and one-half teaspoons 
ginger, and one teaspoon cinna- 
mon. Stir in the well-beaten 
yolks of three eggs and two cups 
milk. Beat the whites of three 
eggs stiffly and fold in. Turn into 
a pie-plate lined with pastry. Bake 
for fifteen minutes at 425°, then 
for thirty minutes or until set at 
325°. Have enough heat at fire: 
to set crust. Done when knifs 
comes out clean, as for a custard 
nie. Makes one large pie.*
